Constantinople, Syria and Egypt; it 
hurled stones eight pounds in weight to

Cotapuxi has projected a rock of one

How to Apply Water to n Fire. 


An old fireman of the State of Maine 


gives the following wisdom to one of 
tho papers of that State. |0ur hose boys 
would do well to bear this in mind, as it 
may prove of use to them: One gallon 
of water at the bottom of a fire will do 
more to quench it than ten gallons lit 
the top. 
"Play low" is tho true motto 


for the fireman. If the engine that 
reached the Summer street fire in Bos- 
ton hud burst into the warehouse and 
played into the goods elevator, where 
the fire broke out, it would probably 
have saved fifty millions of dollars. To 
play on the roof of a house on fire is 
to waste water; the roof was made to 
sued water; the rain does not put out a 
a kitchen fire, nor would a river flowing 
bodily on a rout put out a kitchen fire. 
Be sure to play low; get. the water near 
the fire, and then you neBd not pour out 
a river. A few gallons at the bottom of 
u fire will rise in clouds of steam when 
the fire is rising, and will quench it. 
Even n heap of rubbish turns water liko 
a partial roof. 
A gill of water thrown 


into the bottom of a grate, equals a 
quart thrown on top. For a similar rea 
son, water on tho windward side is more 
effective than on the leeward. I am 
speaking now of a moderate fire, where 
there are only two or three houses 
burning. 
The big blaze on the leeward 


looks fearful, but it cannot be affected 
by playing on that eide. 
Throw your 


water in the bed of coals undrr tho re- 
tort that is sucking them, and it will go 
out, thuL i» to say, play at the bottom 
of the windward sidn of a fire, ami you 
take the surest and speediest way to 
quench the whole leeward side, blazes 
included.
